yernmont and the Lyons Chamber of

sides it is adwitted that the time has 
come fur insisting upon an extension of 
Foreign trading rights in Chinn. Up 
to the present, however, there bave 
been no tangible signs that the British 
residents in the Far East or their ofii- 
cial or semi-public representatives have 
done -anything to briug about the 
much-desired consummation. We bave 
been told that the Hongkong Chamber 
of Commerce has taken action with 
regard to the West River, but no 
details Lave been voucisafed. With 
all respect to the Committee of that 
institution we think. much more good 
would be wrought if greater publicity 
were given to its proposals, in order 
that the Foreign Press could give its 
cordial support. There can, we think, 
be little doubt that the success that has 
crowned Mr I. H. Whitehead’s efforts 
in London in the interests of Hongkong 
Representative Government was the 
‘outcome of the moral support given 
that gentleman by. the Colanial and 
Home Press. And we now see that 
the Lyons Chamber of Commeree, fully 
recognising the necessity nowadays to 
arouse public interest in matters of Im- 
perial importance, have taken the Press 
into their confidence, and are sacking 
through its medium to interest the 
general community of France in com- 
mercin] possibilities in China ond ‘lon- 
kin. If the time Las come, as everyones 
is agreed it has, for knocking more 
persistently at the door of China in the 
interests of Foreign trade, it must su-e- 
ly be recognised a8 essential that the 
‘fullest publicity should be given to any 
new proposals aad widespread public 


writes a great deal about the Shanghai 
Mercury and its correspondeat during 
the war, and reiterates that the Mer- 
eury, from the commencement, hag sent 
its own correspondent as near to the 
seat of war as it could at ite own ex- 
pense. Mr Kingsmill ought to know 
that the Chine Afail, during the greater 
portion of the war, has had its corres. ° 
pondonts as-near to the seat of war as it 
waa poasib’e to get—the notual front; 
and we venture to think that their letters 
describing the two greatest avents of 
the war—the taking of Port Arthur and 
tha subgequent atrocities and the cap- 
ture of Weihoiwei, were the best.and 
most reliable that were published in 
any Far Enstera journal regarding 
these events.

work performed by our contemporary,

The asseta have 
been written down to 2)1 per dollar, which 
it is hoped will prove sulficiently low, the 
Exchange being now higher, This, how- 
ever, has cost £7,885 10 7, while the Ex- 
change Reserve of £13,501 10 9 referted to 
in last year's Report haa aleo been written 
off. The Auditors have required £1,000 to 
be placed to a Suspense Account in conneo- 
tion with aome lisbilities of the steamer 
Kow Shing, full details of which have not 
yet been received from China. 

The balance at credit of Revenue Aconunt 
is £42,287 6 4, and it hes been decided to 
propose a dividend of 8 per cent. for the 
yenr, which will absorb £39 G71 4 O, leav- 
ing £2,616 2 4 to he earried forward. 

The claims to be met on Underwriting 
Account have not. been important, and this 
account has now a lerge bilance at eredit to
